The distance by this new line 
(the Virgiuia and Caro/ina) from 
Richmond to Ridgeway is ninets~six 
miles, At Ridgeway it taps the Robinson 
line, known as the Seaboard Air Line, which runs 
into Raleigh; so that, with the completion of the 
line betwren Ridgeway and Richmond, this city 
will havea new way—which happepvs to be the 
straightest way—of reachivg the capital of North 
Carolina The distance between kichmond and 
Ratoigh by this route is only 140 miles. From Kal. 
éigh the Raleigh and Augusia Air Line, belonging 
to the Robinson system, runs through the richesi 
part of North Carolina, and taps the Carolina 
Central running between Wilmington and Char- 
lotte. This then opens a new route from Richmond 
to Charlotte. This Robiuson line is to be extended 
from the junction of the Raleigh and Augusta aud 
the Carolina Central, through arich par: of South 
Carolina to Augusta, Ga.
